Apoſt acy of the Time , and in ſpicial manner, 
throughthe appearing of that Light which firſt 
broke forth in Germany about One Hundred 


aud fifty Tears ago, and afterwards reached 


divers other Nations; the Beaſt received 4 
dead Mund; and a very great number did 
at one time Proteſt againſt, and Reſcind from 
the Church of Rome in divers of their moſt 
groſs and ſenſual Doctrines and ſuperſtitions 
Traditions : But alas ! it is matter of La- 
mentation, that the Succeſſors of theſe Pro- 
teſtants are Eſtabliſhing and Building up in 
themſelves, that which their Fathers were 
pulling down, inſtead of proſecuting and going 


on with ſo Good and Honourable a4 Work, 


which will eaſily appear. 

The Generality of all Proteſtants (though in 
many other things miſerably rent and ſhattered 
among themſelves) do agree in dividing from 
the Church of Rome in theſe two Particulars : 

Firſt That every Principle and Doctrine 
of the Chriſtian Faith, is, and ought to be 
founded upon the Scripture ; and that what- 
ſoever Principles or Doctrines are not only 
not contrary, but even not according thereto, 
pught to bedenied as Autichriſtian. Sf-

Secondly, That the Scriptures themſelyes 


are plain and eaſie to be underſtood. ; and 


that every private Chriſtian, and Member 
of the Church ought to read and peruſe 

them, that they may know their Faith and 
Belief founded upon them, andreceive them 
for that Cauſe alone, and not becauſe any 
Church or Aﬀembly has compounded and 
recommended them ; the choiceſt and moſt 
pure of which, they: are obliged to look up- 
on as Fallible. 

Now, contrary to this their known and ac- 
knowledged Principle, they do moſt vigorouſly 
Profecute and Per ſecate others with the like 
Severity the Papiſts did their Fathers, for be- 
lieving things that are plainly ſet down in the 
Scriptures, and for not believing divers Prin- 
ciples for which themſelves are ford to recur 
to Tradition, and can by no means prove from 
Scripture : To ſhew which, I ſhall not here in- 

ft, having alotted a Chapter for it in the 
Book it ſelf , becauſe to put 1t here, would 
ſwell it beyond the bounds of 4 Preface. 

Oh ! how like do they ſhew themſelves (I 
mention it with regret) to the Scribes and 
Phariſces of old, who of all Men moſt cryed up 
andexalted Moſes and the Prophets, boaſt ing 
greatly of being Abraham's Children? And 
yet thoſe were they that were the greateſt Op- 


poſers and Filifiers of Chriſt, ta whom Moſes 
Pl A 4 and

and all the Prophets gave witneſs , yea, their 
chief Accuſations aud Exceptions againſt 
Chriſt, was, as being a Breaker of the Law, 
and a Bla ſphemer. | 

Can there any Compariſon run more paral- 
lel ? Seeing there is now found a People, who 
are greatly Perſecuted, and bitterly Reviled, 
and Accuſed as Heret icłs, by a Generation that 
cry up and exalt the Scriptures ; And yet this 
People's Principles are found in Scripture, 
Word h Word; though the moſt grievous, and 

zndeed the greateſt Calumny caſt upon them is, 
that they vilifie and deny the Scriptures, and ſet 
up their own Imaginations inſtead of them. 

To diſprove which. this Catechiſm and Con- 
feſſion of Faith is Compiled, and preſented to 
thy Sericus and Impartial View: If thou loveſt 
the Scripture indeed, and deſiredſt to hold the 
plain Dottrines there delivered, and not tho ſe 
Strained aud Far-fjetched Conſequences, which 
Men have invented, thou ſhalt eaſily obſerve 
the wholePrinciples of the People called QUA- 
KERS, plainly couched in Scripture Words, 
without Addition or Commentary ; eſpecially 
in thoſe things their Adver ſaries oppoſe them 
in, where the Scripture plainly decideth the 
Controverſie for them, without Niceties and 
Shoo l- Diſt intt ions, which have been the Wife 
dom by which the World hath not known God ;

without knowledge, by which Counſel bath been 
darkned. 

In the Anſwers tothe Queſtions, there is not 
one Word that I know of, placed, but the ex- 
preſs Words of Scripture: And if in ſome of 
the Queſtions there be ſomewhat ſubſumed of 
what in my Judgment is the plain and naked 
Import of the Words, it is not to impoſe my 
Senſe upon the Reader, but to make way for 
the next Queſtion, for the dependance of the 
Matters ſake. I ſhallleave it tothe Reaſon of 
any Under ftanding and Judicious Man, who is 
not byaſſed by Self-Intereſt, that great Enemy 
to true Equity, aud who in the leaſt meaſure is 
willing to giveway to the Light of Chriſt in his 
Conſcience, if the Scriptures do not per tinent- 
h and aptly anſwer to the Queſtions. 

As I have upon ſerious Grounds ſepara- 
ted from moſt of the Confeſſions and Cate- 
chiſms beretofore publiſhed ; ſo, not without 
Cauſe, I have now taken another Method : 
They uſually place their Confeſſion of Faith

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CHA P. XVII. 


A Short Expoſtalation with, and Aj: 
peal to all other P rofeſſors. 


FIOme, let us reaſon with you, all ye 
Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, of what ſort 
or kind ſoever; and bring forth your Cate- 
chiſms and Confeſſions of Faith,to that which 
by moſt of your ſelves is accounted the 
Touch-ſtone or Rule: And ſuffer your 
ſelves no more to. be blinded, and to Err 
through your Ignorance of the Scriptures, 
and of the Power of God; but freely ac- 
knowledge and confeſs to that glorious 
Goſpel and Light, which the Scriptures ſo 
clearly witneſs to, and your Experience muſt 
needs anſwer ; as alſo to theſe other Do- 
Arines, which conſequently depend upon 
the Belief of that Noble and truly Catho- 
lick Principle, wherein the Love of God 
is ſo mercifully exhibited to all Men, and 
his Juſtice and Mercy do like Twins fo 
Harmoniouſſy concord; his Mercy in the 
oft tendring of his Love, through the Stri- 
vings and Wreſtlings of his Light, during 
the Day of every Man's Viſitation ; and 
his Juſtice, both in the deſtroying and cut- 
ting away of the wwe Nature and * 
£1 
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rit in thoſe that ſuffer themſelves to be re- 
deemed through his Judgments; and in 
the utter Overthrow of ſuch, who rebelling 
againſt the Light, and doing Deſpight to 
the Spirit of Grace, hate to be reformed. 
Now not only this Fundamental Principle 
is clearly held forth in this Treatiſe, but 
all thoſe that depend upon it, as the real 
and - inward Juftification of the Saints, 
through the Power and Life of Jeſus re- 
vealed in them, their full and perfect Re- 
demption from the Body of Death and Sin, 
as they grow up by the Workings and Pre- 
valency of his Grace; and yet, leſt Secu- 
rity ſhould enter, there is great need of 
Watchfulneſs, in that they may even de- 
part after they have really witneſſed a good 
Condition, and make Shipwrack of the 
Faith, and of a good Conſcience, with all 
the Parts of the Doctrine of Chriſt, as tney 
lye linked together like a Golden Chain, 
which doth very much evidence the Cer- 
tainty and Vertue of Truth above all He- 
teſies, Error and Deceit, however fo cun- 
ningly gilded with the ſpecious Pretences 
thereot; for Truth is intire in all its parts, 
and confonant to it ſelf, without the leaſt 
Jar, having a wonderful Coherence and 
notable Harmony, anſwering together like 
the Strings of a well-tun'd Inſtrument;

whereas the Principles of all other Profeſſors, 
though in ſome things moſt of them come 


near, and divers acknowledge that which 


is Truth; yet in moſt things they ſtray 
from it, ſo that their Principles greatly 
contradict and jar one againſt another; and 
though they may alledge Scriptures for ſome 
of their Principles, yet they are put ſtrange- 
ly to wreſt it, and to deny it for others. 
My Appeal then to, and Expoſtulation with 
all ſorts of Profeſſors, is not to prove ſome 
one or two Points by the Scriptures (for 
there be ſome general Notions of Truth, 
which maſt (if not all) agree to) but the 
whole body of our Principles, as they ſtand 
in relation to each other, which none of 
them all is able to do; for, among the ma- 
ny Profeſſors, their Catechiſms and Confeſſi- 
ons of Faith, I find none (ſave the Diſpen- 
ſation of Truth now again revealed ) but 
ſuch as in moſt of their ſubſtantial Princi- 
ples differ greatly, and in many contradict 
groſly the plain Text and Tenour of the 
Scripture. I confeſs there be certain Men 
in this Age, who with ſome plauſible Ap- 
pearance of Reality, undertake this Task : 
Theſeare they that joyn with, and own not 
wholly any Imbodied People; but while 
they pretend a general Love toall ; yet find 
fault with ſome part bs every ſort; while

in the mean time they ſcarce can give any 
Account of their own Religion, and moſt 
of them prove at bottom to have noneat all: 
Theſe Men, I ſay, may perhaps acknow- 
ledge ſome general Truths, and alſo hold to 
the Letter of the Scripture in ſome other 
things, ſo as thereby to take occaſion large- 
ly to judge others, while themſelves offer 
not to bring theſe good things to practiſe, 
they blame others for the Want or Neglect 
of : But ſuch an Enterprize from theſe 
Men, will not (when weighed ) prove a 
fulfilling of this Matter, ſeeing it is not e- 
nough to acknowledge many Truths, but 
alſo to deny and witneſs againſt all Error ; 
and likewiſe, not to fall ſhort of any Truth, 
which ought to be acknowledged: Where- 
as theſe ſort of Men, for the moſt part, can- 
not give account of their Faith in many 


things needful to be believed; and whate- 


ver things they may acknowledge to be 
true, they err moſt grievouſly, and contra- 


dict a Truth moſt needful to be minded and 


anſwered, as is proyed hertofore, in that 
they ſtand not forth to appear for any of 
theſe Diſcoveries, they pretend they have, 
but make a ſhift to hide their Heads in 
Times of Tryal, ſo as not to ſuffer for, nor 
with any : And through theſe fine Pre- 
tences above-mentioned, through their 

Scruples 


, 
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Scruples of joyning with any, they can cun 


ningly ſhun the Difficulties of Perſecutions, 


that attend the particular Sects of Chriſtians, 
and yet by their general Charity and Love 
to all, claim a Share in any Benefits or Ad- 
vantages that accrew to one and all: Such 


then cannot honeſtly lay claim to juſtifie 


their Principles and Practices from the 
Scriptures : But | leave theie Stragglers 
in Religion, and come again to the divers 
Seats. ; 

To begin with thoſe that are moſt Nu- 
merous ; I think I need not ſay much to 
the Papiſts in this Caſe ; for they do not 
ſo much as pretend to prove all their Dog- 
maes by the Scriptures, ſith it is one of 
their chief Doctrines, That Tradition may 
Authorize Doctrines, without any Autho- 
rity of Scripture: Yea, the Council of 
Conſtance hath made bold to command 
things to be believed, Non obſtante Script u- 
ra, i. e. Though the Scriptures ſay the 
contrary ; and indeed, it were their great 
Folly, to pretend to prove their Doctrines 
by Scripture, ſeeing the Adoration of Saints 
and Images, Purgatory, and Prayer for the 
Dead, the Precedency of the Biſhop of Rome, 
the Matter of Indulgences, with much more 
Stuff of that Kind, hath not the leaſt Sha- 
dow of Scripture for it. 
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Among Proteſtants, I know the Socinians 
are great Pretenders to the Scriptures, and 
in Words as much axalt them as any other 
People: And yet it's ſtrange to ſee, how 
that not only in many things they are not 
agreeable to them ; but in ſome of their 


chiet Principles quite contrary unto it, as 


in their denying the Divinity of Chriſt, 

which is as expreſly mentioned as any thing 
can be, And the Word was God, John 1. 
As alſo in Denying his Being from the Be- 
ginning, againſt the very Tenour of that of 
John 1. and divers other, as at large is 
ſhewn in the Tuird Chapter of this Treatiſe. 

Divers other things, as to them might be 
mentioned; but this may ſuffice, to ſtop 
their Boaſting i in this Matter. 

The Arminians are not more ſucceſsful 
in their Denying the Falſe Doctrine of Ab- 
ſolute Reprobation, and in Aſſerting the Uni- 
ver ſal Extent of Chriſt"s Death for all , than 
they are ſhort in not placing this Salvation 
in that Spiritual Light, wherewith Man is 
enlightened by Chriſt ; but wrongouſly 
aſcribing a part of that to the Natural 
Will and Capacity, which is due alone to 
the Graceand Power of God, by which the 
Work is both begun, carried on, and ac- 
compliſhed. And herein they, as well as both 
the $cin;azs and Felagians, though they 


do 
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do well in Condemning their Errors ; yet 
they miſs, in ſetting up another, and nor 
the Truth in place thereof; and in that re- 
ſpect are juſtly reproved by ſuch Scriptures 
as their Adverſaries (who otherwiſe are as 
far wrong as they) bring againft them, in 
ſhewing the Depravity of Man's Will by 
Nature, and his Incapacity to do any 
Good, but as affiſted by the Grace of God 
ſo todo. 
On the other hand, It's ſtrange to ob- 
ſerve, how many Proteſtants (the firſt Ar- 
ticle of whoſe Confeſſion of Faith is, to aſſert 
the Scripture to be the only Rule) ſhould de- 
ny the Univerſal Extent "of Chriſt's Death, 
contrary to the expreſs Words of Scripture, 
which faith, He taſted Death for every Min; 
or the Univerſality of Grace, and a ſuffici- 
ent Principle ; which the Scriptures aſſert 
in as many poſitive words, as, except we 
may ſuppoſe the Pen-men intended another 
thing than they ſpoke, it was poffible to do, 
viz, A Manifeſtat ion of the Spirit is given to 
every Man to profit witbal; The Grace of 
God, that brings Salvation, bath appeared 
unto all Men; and many more before-men- 
tioned. The like may be ſaid of their de- 
nying the Perfection of the Saints, and aſ- 
ſerting the Impoſſibility of any falling away 
from real Beginnings of true and ſaving 
L 4 Grace,

Grace, contrary to ſo many expreſs Scrip. 
tures, as are heretofore adduced in their 
proper place. But to give all that deſire 
to be undeceived, a more full Opportunity 
to obſerve how rhe Devil has abuſed many, 
pretending to be wiſe, in making them 
cloak with a pretence of Scripture, Falſe 
and Pernicious Doctrines; I ſhall take a 
few of many Inſtances out of the Confeſſion 
of Faith avd Catechiſm, made by the Di- 
vines at Weſtminſter, (fo called) becauſe 
the ſame is not only moſt univerſally receiv- 
edand believed by the People of Britain and 
Ireland; but alſo containeth, upon the 
Matter, the Faith of the French Churches, 
and of moſt others, both in the Nether lands, 
and elſe-where ,; that it may appear what 
wild Conſequences theſe. Men have ſought, 
both contrary to the naked Import of the 
Words, and to all common Senſe and 
Reaſon, to cover ſome of their Erroneous 
Principles. 
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CHAP. XVIII. 


A ſhort Examination of ſome of the 
Scripture-Proofs, alledged by the Di- 
vines at Weſtminſter, to prove di- 
vers Articles in their Confeſſion of 
Faith, and Catechiſm. | 


T is not in the leaſt my Deſign in this 
1 Chapter, to offer ſo large an Examina- 
tion of any of their Articles, as might be 
done, nor yet of ſo many as are very obvi- 
ous ; but only of two or three, to give the 
Reader a Taſte of them, for Examples ſake, 
whereby, as ex ungue Leonem, he may judge 
of moſt of all the reſt, if he will be at the 
pains narrowly to look over and examine 
them, 

I ſhall begin with the firſt Chapter, Sect. 
1. Where they aſſert Two things: Firſt, 
That God has committed hu Will now - wholly 
to Writing. Secondly, That the former 
Ways of God's revealing bis Will, as by Im- 
mediate Revelation, are now ceaſed. The 
Scriptures they bring to prove it, are firſt, 
Prov. 22. 19, 20, 21. Verſ. 19, That 
thy Truſt may be in the Lord, I have made 
known to thee this day, even to thee, Verl. 20. 
: | Hag 
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Have not I written to thee Excellent Things 
in Counſels and Knowledge? Verſ. 21. That 
J might make thee know the Certainty of the 
Words of Trath, that thou mighteſt anſwer the 
Words of Truth to them that ſend unto thee, 
Luke 1. 3, 4. Verſ. 3. It ſeemed good to 
me alſo, having had perfect Underſtanding of 
all things from the very fir t, to write unto 
thee in order, moſt excellent Theophilus, that 
thou mighteſ know the Certainty of theſe 
things, wherein thou haſt been inſtructed Rom, 
15. 4. For whatſoever things were written 
afore-time, were written for our Learning, 
that we, through Patience and Comfort of the 
| Scriptures, might have Hope. Matt. 4. 4, 
7, 10, But he anſwered, and ſaid, It is 
written, Man ſhall not live by Bread alone, 
but by every Word that proceedeth out of the 
Mouth of God. 7. Jeſus ſaid unto him, It i 
' written again, Thou ſhalt not tempt the Lord 
thy God. 10. Ther ſaith Jeſus unto him, get 
thee hence, Satan; for it is written, Thou 
fhalt worſhip the Lord thy God, and him onl 
ſhalt thou ſerve, Ifa, 8. 19, 20, 19. Au 
when they ſhalt ſay unto you, Seb unto then 
that have Familiar Spirits, aud unto Wi 
zards, that peep and that mutter; Should un 
a People ſeek unto their God ? For the Livin 
to the Dead? To the Law, and to the Teſti 
mony, if they ſpeak wot according 1 4 

or 
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mord, it is becauſe there is no Light in them. 

But is it not matter of Admiration, that 
Men ſhould be fo beſide themſelves, as to 
imagine theſe Teſtimonies do in the leaſt 
prove their Aſſertion; or that others, that 
do not take things "meerly upon Truſt, 
would be ſo fooliſh as to believe them? 
For, though God made known, and wrote 
excellent things to Solomon; Though Luke 
wrote unto Theophilus, an Account of di- 
vers Tranſactions of Chriſt's Outward A- 
bode 3 For many were never written, John 
21. Verl. 25. and 20. 30. And there are 
alſo many other things which Jeſus did, the 
which, 1 7 they ſhould be written every one, I 
ſuppoſe, that even the World it ſelf could not 
contain the Books that ſhould be written. And 
many other Signs truly did Jeſus in the Pre- 
cence of bis Diſciples, which are not written 
in this Book. Though Chriſt made uſe of 
divers Scriptures againſt Satan, and that 
Iſatah directed People to the Law, and to 
the Teſtimony ; who will be ſo mad as to 
ſay, It natarally follows from thence, that God 
bas now committed his Will wholly to Writing? 
Such a Conſequence is no more deducible 
trom the Scriptures, than if I ſhould argue 
thus, The Divines of Weſtminſter have 4/- 
ſerted many things without Ground; there- 


fore they bad Ground for not hing they — 
Nay, 


þ $a 
Nay, it follows not by far ſo naturally, ſee- 
ing after the Writing of all theſe Paſſages, 
by them cited, according to their own 
Judgment, there were divers Scriptures 
written; ſo that it had been falſe for them 
to aſſert, That God had then committed his 
Counſel wholly to Writing, which indeed was 
not true: So it is moſt Irrational and Un- 
warrantable tor any to draw ſuch a ſtrange 
and ſtrained Conſequence from their words. 


For the Second, That the former Ways 
are now ceaſed, they alledge Heb. 1. 1, 2, 
God, who at ſundry Times, aud in divers 
Manners, ſpake in times paſt unto the Fathers 
by the Prophets, hath in theſe laſt days ſpoken 
unto us by bis Son, whom he hath appointed 
Heir of all thmgs, by whom alſo he hath made 
the Worlds. 2 Pet. 1. 19. We have alſo 
a more ſure Word of Propbeſie, whereunto ye 
do well that ye take heed, as unto a Light that 
ſnineth in a dark place, until the Day dawn, 
and the Day-ſtar ariſe in your Hearts. | 

Which prove the Matter as little as the 
former : If Paul had intended by that to 
Timothy, what thoſe Divines would have, 
Would not they have made the Apoſtle 
ſpeak a maniteſt Untruth, ſeeing they them- 
{elves acknowledge, that John's Revelation 
was written long after; ſo that theſe for- 
mer 
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mer Ways were not then ceaſed ? As fot 
that of Peter, it is to beg the thing in 
Queſtion, To ſay, It is intended of the Krip- 
ture; and though it were, it proves not 
the Caſe at all. That of the Hebrews is fo 
far from aſſerting the Matter they would 


have it, that it may be very aptly brought 


to prove the quite contrary ; for God in- 
deed ſpeaks to us now by his Son : But to 
infer from thence, That the Son ſpeaks only 
to us by the Scriptures, remains yet unprov- 
ed: And for the Apoſtle to have there aſ- 
ſerted it, had been falſe; ſeeing the Reve- 
lations, which he and others afterwards had, 
were inward, and ſoſuch were not ceaſed. 
And if we may truſt the ſame Apoſtle bet- 
ter than theſe Men. he tells us, that ſo 
ſoon as Chriſt was revealed inhim, he went 
ſtraight and obey d. And the ſame Apoſtle 
tells us, that Except Chriſt be in us, we are 
Reprobates , ſure he is not dumb in us, ſee- 


ing he ſays, He will dwell in us, and walk 


in us, and be with us, to the End of the 
World. And John tells us, that the inward 
Anointing is to teach us all things; ſo that 


we need not, as to any abſolute Neceſſity, 
any Man to teach us: How then is this 
ceaſed, ſeeing God ſpeaks to us by Chriſt, 
and Chriſt muſt be in us? Surely, theſe 
Men have not herein followed the 3 

0 


- 
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of the Scriptures; but rather endeavoured 
moſt groſly to wreſt them, and make of 
them a Noſe of Wax, notwithſtanding their 
Pretences as to the contrary in their ſixth 
Section, where they ſay, All things neceſſa- 
ry are either expreſly ſet down, or by good and 
neceſſary Conſequences may be deduced. Now 
that theſe two former Aſſertions are not 
expreſly ſet down, they will not deny 
whether they follow by ſound Conſequence, 
any underſtanding Man may judge, by what 
is above obſerved. 

There are divers other things in the ſame 
Chapter, which will not abide the Teft, 
for which the Scripture-Proofs, as alledged 
by them, are moſt ridiculous ; yet for Bre- 
vity ſake I have omitted, 


In Chap. 21. Set. 7. where they ſay, 
That the Sabbath, from the Reſurre#ion of 
Chriſt, was changed into the Firſt Day of the 
Week. which in Scripture ( (ay they) is called 
the Lord's Day, and is to be continued to thi 
End of the World, as the Chriſtian-Sabbath, 
In which they afſert Three Things : 

Firſt, That the Firſt Day of the Week i! 
come in place of the Seventh for a Sabbath : 
To prove which, they alledge 1 Cor. 16. 1, 
2. Now concerning the Collection for the 
Saints, as I have given order to the Charches 
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| of Galatia, even ſo do ye: Upon the Firſt 
4 ay of the Week, let every one of you lay by 
bin in (tore, as God hath nd him, that 
ore be no Gathering when I come. Acts 
h O. 7. And upon the Firſt Day of the Week, 

— the Diſciples came together to break 
d Bread, Paul preached to them, ready to de- 
part on the morrow, and continued his Speech 
t until Midnight. 

That theſe Proofs aſſert not the thing ex- 
preſly, we need not, I ſuppoſe, diſpute, 
Now to ſay, that becauſe Paul deſired the 
Corinthians to lay ſomewhat by them .in 
© ſtore that day; or becauſe he broke Bread, 
r and continued his Speech until Midnight 3 


therefore the Firſt Day of theWeek is come 

in place of the Sabbath, is a Conſequence 

more remarkable for its Sottiſhneſs, than 
do be credited for its Soundneſs : Indeed to 
J. make ſo ſolemn an Article of Faith, as theſe 
Men would have the Morality of the Firſt 
e Day of the Week to be, would need a more 
— and expreſs Authority. The Text 
doth clearly enough tell the Reaſon of the 
. Diſciples meeting ſo frequently, and of 
Paul's preaching ſo long, becauſe he was 
ready to depart to morrow ; it ſpeaks not a 
vvord of its being Sabbath. 
Their Second Aﬀertion,That the Firſt Day 
x of * Week is therefore called the Lord a 
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Day, is drawn yet more ſtrangely from that 


of Rev. 1. 10. J was in the Spirit on the 
Lor#s-Day, and heard behind me a great 
Voice, as of a Trumpet ; Whereas no parti- 
cular Day of the Week is mentioned : So 
for them to ſay, John meaned the Firſt Day 
of the Week, hath no more Proof but their 
own bare Aﬀertion. 

For their Third Aſſertion, That it is to 
be continued to the End of the World, as the 
Chriſtian-Sabbath, they alledge theſe Scrip- 
tures, Exod. 20. 8, 10, 11. Remember the 
Sabbath-day, to keep it Holy but the Seventh 
day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God; in it 
thou ſhalt not do any Work, thou, nor thy Son, 
nor thy Daughter, thy Man-Servant, nor thy 
Maid- Servant, nor thy Cattel, nor the Stran- 
ger that is within thyGates , for i in Six Days 
the Lord made Heaven and Earth, the Sea, 
and all that in them is, and reſted the Seventh 
Day; wherefore the Lord bleſſed the Sabbat h- 
Day, and hallowed it. Iſa. 56. 2, 4,6, 7. 
Mat. 5. 17, 18. Think not that I am come 
to deſtroy the Law and the Prophets; ] am 
not come to deſtroy, but to fulfil : For verily, 
T ſay unto you, Till Heaven and Barth paſs, 
one Jot or one Tittle ſhall in nowiſe paſs from 
the Law, till all be fulfilled. 

If they prove any thing, they muſt needs 
prove the Continuance of the Seventh Day, 

ſeeing 
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ſeeing in all the Law there is no mention 
mide of the Firſt Day of the Week being 4 
Sabbath; If theſe may he reckoned: ghd 
and ſound' Conſequen ie I know no Ab. 
ſurdities ſo great, no 4 ſo datnnable, 
no Superſtitions ſo ridiculous, but may be 
cloaked with the Authority of Scripture, 


' In their 27th Chapter, and the firſt, ſe- 
cond and third Sections, they ſpeak at large | 
of the Definition and Nature of Sacraments 3 
but in all the Scriptures they bring, there 
is not one word of Sacraments : The Truth 
is, there was a good Reaſon for this Omiſ- 
fion ; for ſuch a thing is not to be found 
in all the Bible. For them to alledge, that 
the thing ſigniſied is (though that be alſo a 
begging of the Queſtion ) will not excuſe 
ſuch, who elſewhere aver the whole Connſe! 
of God is contained in the Scripture, to for- 
ſake and reject the Tenour thereof, and 
ſcrape out of the Rubbiſh of the Romiſh 
Tradition, for that which is reckoned by 
themſelves ſo ſubſtantial a Part of their 
Faith. 

In their fourth Section they afſert two 
things: Firſt, That there are Two only Sa- 
craments under the Goſpel. Secondly, That 
heſe two are Baptiſm and the Supper. 
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Day, is drawn yet more ſtrangely from that 
of Rev. 1. 10. I was in the Spirit on the 
Loris-Day, and heard behind me a great 
Voice, as of a Trumpet ; Whereas no parti- 
cular Day of the Week is mentioned : So 
for them to ſay, John meaned the Firſt Day 
of the Week, hath no more Proof but their 
own bare Aﬀertion.

In their 27th Chapter, and the firſt, ſe- 


cond and third Sections, they ſpeak at large 


of the Definition and Nature of Sacraments > 
but in all the Scriptures they bring, there 
is not one word of Sacraments: The Truth 
is, there was a good Reaſon for this Omiſ- 
fion ; for ſuch a thing is not to be found 
in all the Bible. For them to alledge, that 
the thing ſignified is (though that be alſo a 
begging of the Queſtion ) wi!l not excuſe 
ſuch, who elſewhere aver the whole Counſel 
of God is contained in the Scripture, to for- 
ſake and reject the Tenour thereof, and 
ſcrape out of the Rubbiſh of the Romiſh 
Tradition, for that wiich is reckoned by 
themſelves ſo ſubſtantial a Part of their 
Faith.
